Something Drew in Her 
Head and Told Her To 
Kill Relatives, Mrs. Cun- 
ningham Tells Sheriff.

Crown Point, Ind., April 15.—Mre- 
Anna Cunningham, charged with the 


murder today of one of five members _ 


of her family who have died in the 
past six years, confessed in the coun- 
ty jail here tonight to Sheriff Ben- 
jamin H. Strong that she had poisen- 
ed three of her children. 

Mrs. Cunningham denied, however, 
that she had poisoned her husbanl 
or a fourth child who died within the 
six-year period. Her daughter, Mae, 
19, who with David, a son, ill from 
arsenic poisoning in a Chicago jAos- 
pital, are the only members of the) 
family left, heard Mrs. Cunningham's 
confession. 

Poisoned David Also. 

Mrs. Cunningham also confessed 
that she had poisoned ‘er son, David, 
and said she had taken some of the 
poison herself, but that the amount 
had not been large enough to do any- 
thing but to make her ill. 

The confession of the 49-year-old 
woman came with dramatic suddenness. 


| During the afternoon she had talked 


to &@ hewspaper reporter and had ad- 
mitted that she might have placed 
some arsenic in the food of her son 
David by mistake, but was emphatic 
in her denial that she had poisoned 
any members of her family inten- 
tionally.

Among other things the court said 
the law was the same as if it had been 
entitled “An act to prevent parochial 
and other private schools from teach- 
ing the grammar grades.” The state 
appealed to the supreme court of the 
United States and it is this fina] de- 
cision that is now pending. 

The officials of Oregon, in seeking 
to uphold the law, based their argu- 
ment on the right of the state, under 
its general police power, to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over the educa- 
tion of children. They cited, as an 
analogy, a recent decision of the su- 
preme court which conceded to the 
states exclusive control over children 
in factories. The attorneys for the 
schools emphasized the right of the 
parent to control the education of hi» 
children.

As the 
lawyers for the state of Oregon put 
it, from their point of view “the whole 
matter may be summed up in the sin- 
gle statement that the regulation of 
education is a subject over whith the 
states have exclusive control and 
over which the federal government has 
no authority to interfere.” . 

It was recognized, however, 
one of the underlying questions. stated 
in non-legal terms, is whether paro- 
chial and other private schools are 
protected in their existence by the 
United States constitution. It was 
apprehended that if this Oregon law 
should be sustained, other states might 
pass similar statutes. 

Similar Law Defeated. 

In fact, in_the state of Washington 
last November, a similar law was 
voted on in the referendum but was 
defeated. Recognizing this as the heart 
of the issue. several other institutions 
intervened in addition to the two 
Oregon schools that were the actual 
litigants. 

Tadements were made in behalf of 
several well-known eastern prepari- 
tory schools conducted under the aus- 
pices of the Episcopal church. 

The Episcopal church has more 
schools than any other denomination 
except the Catholic. Argument was 
made also for the schools of Presbv- 
terians and other denominations, and 
for private schools not connected with 
fanv denomination. 

The court now has all the argu- 
ments. Just how early the decision 
will be handed down, cannot be said. 

One cannot help observing that these 
arguments were made with such de- 
corum that they were practically ur- 
noticed, and reflecting how, if this 
question were being debated in con- 
gress instead of the supreme court. 
the newspapers would be filled with 
the reports of violent and passion- 
prevoking speeches. 

Little Publicity. 

Nor can one help being impressed 
with the picture of dignity and de- 
liberation that the supreme court pre; 
sents, hearing all these questions that 
go to the heart of organized society, 
taking their owm time for considera- 
tion and handing down decisions in 
the form befitting authority.

CAILLAUX HAS HAD 
STORMY PUBLIC CAREER. 


Joseph Caillaux rose through the 
various cabinet ranks to be premier 
of France in the decade before the 
World war. In ewe 1914, 
Mme. Caillaux created a_ sensation 
that tingled throughout the world 
when she walked into the office of 
the newspaper Le Figaro and shot to 
death. its editor, Gaston Calmette. 
She was acquitted. 

Then the war came with Caillaux 
the French minister of finance. Whis- 
pers went around that he was sabo- 
taging the war plans of his fellow. 
ministers. Caillaux left office, but 
the tales grew until midway in the 
war it was gossiped that he was ip 
communication with Berlin in an 
effort to effect a compromise peace. 

Georges Clemenceau became premier 
and Caillaux was arrested and for 
nearly three years he Jay in jail 
awaiting trial. Had he been tried at 
once, he probably would have beep 
shot. 

On April 23, 1920, the senate, sit- 
ting as u high court of justice, found 
Caillaux not guilty of high treason, 
but guilty ,of trafficking with the 
enemy. He was sentenced to thre® 
years’ imprisonment, exiled from Paris 
and other principal cities for five 
years and deprived of his civil rights 
for ten years. As he already had 
spent nearly three years in jail, he 
soon was released. 

Last fall the senate passed an-am- 
nesty bill that restored Caillaux and 
others convicted before it since 1914 
to full citizenship. 

Now Caillaux is coming back with 
the mark of a crime that approximat 
ed treason completely erased.

I certainly 
am in favor of keeping the schools in 
operation and think that if money 
inust be borrowed, it should be usel 
for salaries sooner than tor a new 
school house. 

“It seems that the board simply 
will not cut expenses to fit its in- 
come. They have slashed the budget 
to some extent but have not provided 
actual money to pay salaries in No 
vember. Issuance of scrip simply is 
another method of borrowing the 
money until 1926 when, with Decem- 
ber payrolls, all of which would 
amount to about $400,000, it must be 
paid by city touncil.

FATHER, SON CONFESS 
LAYING DRY SLEUTH

Constantinople, April 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—It is reported 
here today that Sheik Said, the lead- 
er of the Kurdish rebels, has been 
captured by the ‘Turks engaged in 
putting down the Kurdistan revolt. 

Turkish forces at Diarbekir have 
executed 20 participants in the Kur- 
dish rebellion and four others were 
executed at Bitlis yesterday according 
to reports reaching here today. 

Sheik Said, leader of the Kurdistan 
revolt aaginst the Turks, which broke 
out in February, has been fighting un- 
der the banners of Islam and has 
been credited with the intention of 
aiming to restore the caliphate, abol- 
ished by the Turkish nationalist gov- 
ernment. 

A circular issued by the insurgencs 
in their revolt read: 

“Your caliph awaits you. No Mo- 
hammadism is possible without the 
caliphate.” 

“The fortunes of the insurgents have 
been variable. At times they have 
been in pessession of la-ge towns, 
Within the last fortnight. however, 
fue effects of the Turkish mobilization 
against the insurgents have _ been 
strongly in evidence, reports from 
Constantinople declaring the govern- 
ment there has been gradually recap- 
turing towns and villages and the 
rebels have retraced into the moun- 


struggle.

Macon, Ga., April 15.—A rich man’s 
luxury, a poor man’s unattainable de- 
sire, is education in Georgia, accord- 
ing to Richard B. Russell, chief jus- 
tice of the Georgia supreme court, 
president of the board of trustees 
of the state university and chairman 
of board of the Georgia State Col- 
lege for Women, who made a fiery 
plea for socialization and democrati- 
zation of educational facilities of the 
state, before a meeting of superin- 
tendens and county school officials in 
the First Presbyterian church here 
tonight, held preliminary to the an- 
nual convention of the Georgia Edu- 
cation association, which opens to- 
morrow. 

Judge Russell declared that higher 
education in the Empire State of the 
South was as far out of the reach of 
the poor boy or girl, or even those of 
ordinary means, as« the’ moon itself. 
He advocated a _ state scholarship 
fund by _ legislative appropriation 
which would put the “poorest youth in 
the state on an equal footing of edu- 
cational opportunity with the son of 
the richest.” 

He asserted that Georgia’s whole 
system of state instruction was a 
failure- because the means used was 
not educating the Georgia citizenship.

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Savannah, Ga., April 15.—The Sa- 
vannah Press today says that Gen- 
eral Gerardo Machado, president-elect 
of Cuba, who passed through this 
city yesterday afternoon on his way 
to Washington, stated his mission to 
the United States is to secure changes 
in the treaty between this country 
and Cuba. 

General Machado’s visit to this 
country concerns the commercial 
treaty between the United States and 
Cuba, which has been in force since 
1903, he wishing to confer with gov- 
ernment officials and business inter- 
ests concerning certain chages which 
he believes would be for the best in- 
terests of both the United States 
and Cuba. 

Treaty 20 Years Old. 

In an exclusive interview for the 
Savannah Press, General Machado 
said: | 

“You will remember that the treaty 
contains eleven articles, one of which 
is that all products of the soil and 


industries of both countries not sub- 
ject to duties at the time the treaty 
was signed would remaim free so long 
as the treaty remained in force, which 
was to be at least five years from 
the date of signing, and from year 
to year thereafter, so long as the 
countries desired. It has been in force 
now for 20 years, and has worked to 
the mutual advantage of both coun- 
tries,

other products, according to the 
treaty, were to be allowed a redue- 
tion of 20 per cent by each country, 
with a few exceptions that were 
noted at the time.

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‘ported from Cuba 
mostly imported ‘into the United 
States. - 

“On a number of imports to the 
United States reductions were made 
by the Cuban government of 25, 30 
and 40 per cent. 

“Cuba is now the sixth nation in 
importance, so far as exports are con- 
cerned, to the United States. Only 
England, Japan, France, Germany 
and Canada receive more American 
exports than Cuba. It will be seen 
then that Cuba. in its relation to the 
United States from an export stand- 
point, is one of the leading nations 
of the world. 

Will Hold Conference. 

“T am not in a position as yet to 
state just what changes will be made 
in the treaty. That can be an- 
nounced only after the conferences 
have been held.and the actual changes 
determined upon. However, I feel 
that the stand of Cuba in the matter 
will mean a great deal to both na- 
tions from a commercial standpoint, 
and I feel sure we shall get together 
on the matter.” :

(The bogey of German competition rises 
again with the news that German ship. 
builders have underbidden British ship- 
yards for five 10,000-ton British ships. How 
long will it stay? In this editorial an in- 
ternationally-known financier shows the 
underside to the German picture.) 


All industrial countries, including 
the United States, have feared Ger- 
man competition since the war. It 

was formidable 
i before the war.

Further- 
more, German proprietors who had 
raised capital by means of bonds or 
other forms of indebtedness were able 
to pay off these debts at small coat 
and so get rid of the interest charges. 
They have consequently been able te 
make yery low. prices. Is this a con- 
dition that wil] last? 

When England. which has been suf- 
fering from a serious condition of un- 
employment, particularly affecting the 
steel, coal and shipbuilding industries, 
heard that order for five 10,000-tén 
ships had been placed with a Ham- 
burg shipbuilding company, it ealled 
for an explanation. ‘The shipping 
company stated that no British bid 
eame within 60,000 pounds (nearly 
$300,000) per ship of the competitive 
bid. Moreover. the statement is made 
by British shipbuilders that they could 
not have met the price if their work- 
men had been willing to do the entire 
construction work for nothing, 

This means that the cost of mate- 


rials in British yards would exceed 
the price named by the German build- 
ers for the completed vessels, At every 
stage from the mining of ore and coal 
the cost of a ship is mainly in wages. 
and all German wages are low. They 
were automatically reduced by the de- 
preciation of currency, and in the 
meantime British wages were rising. 

It must not be supposed that there 
is not another side to the effects of 
currency depreciation and réparation 
payments upon German industry. It 
may be doubted whether the ruin of 
the creditor class has resulted in net 
gains to industry and whether the 
taxes required for the reparation pay- 
ments do not go far to offset the re- 
ductjon of capital charges. The low 
wages and exploitation of the creditor 
class have affected the buying power 
of the great body of the German peo- 
ple, and made the industries desperate 
for oftside orders. Notwithstanding 
the ability to make low prices the ex- 
ports of Germany have been less than 
pre-war exports in every year since 
the war, and below the imports. 

The existing situation is largely 
temporary, for with all currencies re- 
stored to the gold basis, industrial 
costs in the different countries will be 
gradually readjusted to each other. 
If German industries are busy and 
German labor is regularly employed. 
both proprietors and workmen will be 
just as eager for good earnings as the 
proprietors and workmen of other 
countries. With normal conditions 
prevailing proprietors will want re- 
turns on the full value of their prop- 
erties whether they have interest to 
pay or not, and as a rule will be able 
to get them, because industry will 
have no further expansion until such 
is the case. Moreover, German work- 
men will know what their labor is 
worth and competitive conditions will 
enable them to get it. 

What is wanted is a period of peace 
and development over the world, mak- 


ing industry active everywhere.

HAVE A PLACE IN THE SUN. 

From the way most people avoid 
the sunlight and contrive to exclude 
it from their dwellings it would seem 
that nobody knows that all health, 
life and energy comes from the sun. 
In recent years it has been the popu- 
lar habit to provide something pur- 
porting to be 2 sun room when plan- 
ning a hew iome, put this sun room 


‘too often amounts to a fraud so far 


as admitting sunlight is concerned, 
for the ingenious housewife seldom 
rests content until she has pretty 
effectively covered all the windows 
with hangings or shades of one kind 
or another and converted the discour- 
aged sun room into a dawdy place 
which would-attract a gypsy, perhaps, 
but is certainly not a sun room. 
Every home should have all the sun- 
light there is to be had, and every 
room should be planned with this 
object in view. It is a bad habit, 
nothing more, excluding the question 
of sunlight from the plans and then 
when the house 1s finished, sticking 
on a kind of enclosed porch as an 
afterthought and making the silly coop 
serve as a sad excuse for a sun room, 
This combination coop and sun room 
horror was probably some shrewd 
landlord’s contrivance to convert a 
veranda into an additional room in 
the first place, and the evil has grown 
until in some communities it amounts 
to a veritabje pestilence, every house 
that goes up having its fake sun room 
stuck on somewhere. : 

There are at ieast three reasons, all 
of them poor reasons, .why people 
avoid the sunlight too much. First, 
it fades household furnishings and so 
many householders think more of 
their furnishings than they do of their 
health. Second, tnere is a fear of sun- 
stroke. Sunstroke may sometimes 
actually happen—I do not deny that 
such a thing is possible, but it is at 
least as rare as human rabies, and 
very few people would exclude all 
dogs from the community to prevent 
rabies. ‘Third, there 1s a widespread 
belief that exposure to direct sunlight 
is bad for the complexion. ‘This be- 
lief was formerly confined to the femi- 
nine sex. ut many of our dainty 
young sheiks now devote earnest study 
to the beautifying and protection of 
their complexions and they dodge sun- 
light as much as possible. 

As a matter of fact the habit of sun 
bathing is very beneficial to the com- 
plexion. Didn't our own Mary Garden 
leave for Eurone again only the other 
day to resume her sunbaths? Not 
that the sunlight is any purer around 
the Mediterranean, but Mary knows 
a spot over rhere where there isn’t 
so much rubber. Sun bathing means 
simply exposing the poor old skin, 
as much of it as the iaw allows, to 
the direct sunlight. It must be only 
a small portion of the skin and for 
only a few minutes at a time in the 
beginning, and very gradually in- 
creasing duration and extent of ex- 
posure from tay to day, in order to 
prevent sunburn. The effect of this 
sun bathing upen the Skin is Invari- 
ablv the same: it gives the skin a 
finer texture and makes it smoother 
and ‘softer to the touch and clears 
away many minor blemishes. Of 
course it also tans the skin more or 
less if kept up for.a sufficient length 
of time. But asiije from artificial 
conceptions propasated by commercial 
interests. there is nothing incom- 
patible between a coat of tan and 
beauty.

WITHOUT AUTHORITY. 

On this page is a communication 
from Chairman Paul B. Trammell, 
of the Georgia public service com- 
mission, reciting the fact that the 
commission has no authority over 
grade crossings, although it has re- 
peatedly asked the legislature to 
give it such authority. 

This is news, we dare 
practically everybody in Georgia. 

To say that an institution cre- 
ated by the state for the protection 
of the public in its Telation to the 
common carriers has been denied 
jurisdiction over safeguarding that 
same public at dangerous grade 
crossings i¢ unthinkable. 

It may not be practicable to 
force an immediate elimination of 
all grade crossings. Such matters 
must be entered into in a spirit of 
reason and cooperation. But all 
blind crossings should be eliminated 
at once, or adequate signal sys- 
tems established at such crossings, 
and the public service commission 
Should be authorized to see that 
this is done. 

If it is true, as charged by a cor- 
respondent in Wednesday's Consti- 
tution, that the state highway com- 
mission is continuing to put in 
grade crossings on state highways, 
this should be stopped, and at once. 
Federal aid is supposed to be with- 
held from new _ projects. unless 
grade crossings are eliminated.

Editor Constitution: In your very 
timely editorial in The Constitution 
of today you have specifically placed 
responsibility for the Rock Gap trag- 
ediy upon the public service commis- 
sion. 

I am quite sure that you could not 
have been familiar, first, with the 
existing laws under which the Geor- 
gia public service commission func- 


tions, and, second, with the efforts 
not only of the commission as a body, 
through recommendations to the gen- 
eral assembly, but also of the in- 
dividual efforts of the commissioners 
themselves to persuade the state legis- 
lature to place with the public service 
commission authority over the cross- 
ing of highways with’ railroads and 
trolley lines. 

The first specific effort that was 
made was in 1911, in the SSth an- 
nual report of the railroad commis- 
sion to the governor, in which ref- 
erence was made to “grade crossings” 
and the necessity for protecting them. 

In the fiftieth annual report to the 
governor the following recommenda- 
tions *were made: 

“Under the law, it is made the duty 
of the commission to recommend from 
time to time such legislation as they 
may deem advisable. We have recom- 
inended several times, without result, 
that some law should be passed look- 
ing to the elimination of the danger- 
ous grade crossings in this state and 
consider it of such vital importance 
that we again urge upon the legisla- 
ture to place the power in the hands 
of this commission. to designate such 
crossings as should be done away 
with and to apportion the expense of 
such work as. it deems just between 
the railroad and county, or city af- 
fected or the highway department. 
Something should be done to decrease 
the heavy toll of life being -cansed 
almost daily on these death traps.” 

The forty-fourth annual _ report. 
dated April 1. 1917. upon the subject 
cf public road grade crossings. says: 

“The commission has several times 
directed attention to the accidents 
freqnently occurring at grade cross- 
ings of publie highways by steam and 
electric railways. : 

“There are hundreds of dangerous 
highway grade crossings in this state 


constituting daily menaces to life. | 


limb and property. As highway and 
reilroad construction increase, as the 
number of railway trains operated 


at highway grade crossings are rapid- 
lv multiplying. There are over 50.- 
000. automobiles in use in Georgia at 
this time. They have great speed and 
power. They are driven by men and 
women, by skilled and unskilled, by 
children and octogenarians. 


“The frequency of collisions at 
grade crossings and their sad results 
is not surprising. The lessening of 
such accidents is a_ present problem 
and of increasing urgency. It can be 
solved with less expense now than in 
the future. It is no small problem 
from an economic standpoint, nor is it 
one to be worked out in a month or 
year. 

“The commission recommends that 
the entire subject of the elimination, 
improvement and _ safeguarding of 
grade crossings of public highways, 
outside the limits of municipalities, be 
placed under its jurisdiction and that 
it empowered to order their 
elimination by under of over passage, 
or their improvement or safeguarding 
2s in its discretion and after investi- 
gation, appears reasonable, practicable 
and proper, with power to apportion 
the cost in each instance as it deems 
equitable. 

“The commission further recom- 
mends that no new grade crossings of 
first™alass established public roads, 
outside the limits of municipalities, 
by railroads hereafter constructed. or 
of constructed railroads by new high- 
ways be allowed, except aftexy applica- 
tion to and approval by the railroad 
commission.” 

It is interesting to note that where- 
as in 1917 the commission thought it 
very necessary that some protection 
should be exercised over the public 
grade crossings when 50,000 automo- 
biles were in use at that time—today 
there are more than 200,000 automo- 
bife vehicles registered in Georgi. 

This commission recognizes that 
there is a responsibility and is per- 
fectly willing to assume that respon- 
sibility when proper authority is 
given it by the general assembly.

Urged by Newspaper Men 


Washington Correspond- 


ents Want Chief Execu- 
tive To Assume Respon- 
sibility for His Remarks. 


’ BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, April 15.— Dissaiis- 
faction over the method by which the 
president’s views are ccmmunicated 
to the public has led to suggestions 
that the evstem be radically changed, 
so that the president can assume di- 
rect responsibility for what he says 
at the white house newspaper con- 
ference twice a week. 

Sentiment for this more direct 
method of expressing presidential 
opinions has become pronounced since 
an international sensation was cre- 
_ ated a few days ago by misconstruc- 
tion of the white house commer: on 
the fall of Premier Herriot. A num- 
ber of leading newspapers in New 
York and Chicago ignored the no- 
quotation rule Wednesday morning 
and earried ‘Washington dispatches 
directly or indirectly quoting the 
president’s remarks on several topics. 

Matter of General Concern. 

Ordinarily, the mechanics of news 
gathering and the difficulties of a 
reporter on an assignment are of no 
interest or concern to the public. But 
the statements of the president of the 
United States are of such great na- 
tional and international importance

Since Warren G. Harding revived 
the semi-weekly press conferences, 
which Wilson inaugurated and. con- 
tinned for a brief period, tle rule 
has been that the president could not 
be quoted directly or _ indirectly. 
What he said might be restated on 
the correspondent’s authority, or at- 


tributed to “the president’s spokes- 
man.” As few correspondents care 
to assume direct responsibility for 
the »resident’s opinions, the “spokes- 
man’ device is most generally used. 


How President Is Interviewed. 


Correspondents file into the presi- 
dent's circular office, after handing in 
written questions previously. The 
president discusses such of the ques- 
tions as he desires. Reporters wke 
notes and write their dispatches, ex- 
plaining the president's views. There 
being no direct quotation, correspond- 
ents are jeft to draw their own con- 
clusions, especially as the president's 
remarks often are somewhat vague. 
The result is that the humble ecitizea. 
trying to find out whether the presi- 
dent is opposing further invesment 
in French securiies, sometimes finds 
four different views stated in as 
many New York morning newspapers. 

Another complaint is that this sys- 
tem affords an excellent medium 
through which to disseminate propa- 
vranda without having to assume re- 
sponsibility for it. Some weeks azo 
the president's spokesman complained 
in a white house press conference 
that Ambassador Jusserand = should 
make his explanations regarding 


'France’s attitude on the debts to the 


white house and not to cluh women, 
as he had done that week. The press 
reported, anonymously, that the presi- 
dent was displeased with Jusserand's 
speech. That afternoon. a _ formal 
statement was issued, saying that the 
nresident had no criticism to make of 
Jusserand. This put the newspapers 
in the light of misquoting the presi- 
dent. when every correspondent knew 
otherwise. 

Another Criticism of System. 

One more criticism of the present 
system comes from minority political 
readers, Who say that the president, 
through the press conference. can 
make partisan attacks in an anony- 
mous way so that the opposition has 
diffieulty in answering them, but both 
Coolidge and arding have exercised 
considerable restraint in this regard. 

It is a eumbersome system which 
gives so much latitude for distortion 
and misleading inferences, and the 
president suffers more than he gains. 

Suggestions have been made that 
the president permit the correspond- 
ents to have a stenographic transcript 
of his remarks for guidance. The 
present system has provoked so much 
criticism that some modification 1s 


probable.

11 
seconds and the second in four min- 
ues, 58 seconds. In pinning Munn’s 
shoulders to the mat the first time 
Zbyszko used a forearm hold. The sec- 
ond time he employed a forearm and 
hammer. 


- Munn created a sensation when he 
won the title from Ed “Strangler 
Lewis in Kansas City last January 
and his defeat by the veteran Zbyszko 
tonight was almost as big a surprise. 
Zbyszko is 58 years old, weighs 210 
unds and in height reaches only to 
unn’s shoulders. The former Ne- 
braska athlete weighs 260 pounds and 
is 6 feet 6G inches in height. 
Zbyszko, who several’ years ago 
Jost the heavyweight title to Lewis. 
demonstrated decisively that science in 
some instances is greater than 
strength. Munn tried repeatedly for 
his favorite crotch hold, but the vet- 
eran was too clever and squirmed out 
of his grasp. Munn also attempted 2 
jiu jitsu hold but Zybszko caimls 
broke away. leaving the big fellow 
standing with a look of surprise. 
After eight minutes of wrestling 
Zbyszko picked Munn up bodily. lifted 
him abdéve his head and hurled him toe 
the floor. It was only a matter of 
seconds until be had Munn’s shoulders 
pinned to the mat with a forearm and 
old-fashioned English half-hold. 
Munn scarcely had returned from 
his dressing room when Zbyszko again 
lifted him from his feet and tossed 
him to the mat. Employing a fore- 
arm and hammerlock, the aged gran- 
nler turned the giant over on his 
hack. He had won the title in Jess 
than 14 minutes of actual wrestling.

July 
sold up to 24.75, a recovery of 53 
points from the low level of yester- 
day and a net advance of 40 points 
and closed at-24.73. The general mar- 
ket closed firm at net advances of 38 
to 44 points. 

The opening was steady at un- 
changed prices to a decline of 5 points, 
most months being lower under over- 
night selling orders and in sympathy 
with relatively easy J.iverpool sales 
Vhe weekly report of the weather 
bureau containing unfavorable com- 
ment on coming crop conditions in 
Texas made a bullish impression on 
sentiment, however, and as soon as 
had been absorbed 
prices turned upward on covering. 

The demand became more active aft- 
er publication of the detailed weather 
reports showing only light precipita- 
tion at three’ stations in Texas, 
Which undoubtedly disappointed those 
who had sold on yesterday's private 
rain reports. 

Realizing held the advance in check 
during midday, but buying seemed to 
become a little mvre general in the 
late trading when the disposition to 
cover recent sales in the Jess favorable 
weather news was stimulated by re- 
ports of firm spot basis in the south 
and the fairly large exports for the 
day.

New Orleans, April 15.—The cot- 
ton market was on the upgrade from 
start to finish today, the reactions 
shown from time to time being trifling 
and of short duration. The opening 
trades showed gains of three points 
and were the day's lows with July at 
24.35 and October at 23.87. Prices 
advanced right after the opening call 
as the weekly weather report proved 
less favorable than expected, claiming 
that rains in the west were insuffi- 
cient and that seed germination was 
being delayed in parts of the eastern 
belt by dry weather. 

Another stimulating influence early 
in the day was the surprisingly bull- 
ish British board of trade totals for 
March showing exports of 18,000,000 
pounds of yarns and 417,000,000 
vards of cloths. By the middle of 
the morning prices had advanced 18 
to 20 points, July to 24.52 and Oc- 
tober to 24.08. 

Ring) shorts resisted the advance 
during the morning but in the after- 
noon on continued receipts of un- 
favorable reports from ‘Texas and 
liberal exports for the day, they cov- 
ered rather freely, forcing prices up 
to new highs for the day on all 
months. The buying continued active 
to the end, when July traded at 24.75 
and October 24.34 or 40 to 47 points 
up from the early lows. 

New crop months were more in de- 
mand and there were trades even in 
January at 24.00 up to 24.44. The 
close showed net gains for the day of 
40 to 44 points on old crop months 
and 46 to 52 points on new crop posi- 
tions.

Senator Thomas J. Walsh will “press 
for a senate investigation’ upon how 
the Mid-West Refining company 
ained alleged domination over the 
Salt Creek oil field in Wyoming by 
ecquiring leases from the depart- 
ment of the interior, he announced 
here tonight. 

Senator Walsh, who is here as the 
chief defender of his colleague, Sena- 
tor Burton K. Wheeler, in the case 
which goes to trial in federal court 
tomorrow, declared that he will urge 
adoption of an investigation resolu- 
tion in the upper branch of congress 
immediately after it convenes in De- 
cember. 

The Mid-West Refining company ac- 
quired many of its leases and claims 
in the Salt Creek field while H. M. 
Blackmer,. who now is abroad, was 
head of its board of directors. Sev- 
eral of these were granted, it is said, 
during the administration of Albert 
B. Fall, as secretary of the interior. 

The testimony of Mr. Blackmer was 
sought in the recent Teapot Dome 
trial at Cheyenne. Wyo., but he was 
hevond the jurisdiction of federal 
court, having been located in Paris 
shortly before the trial began. He 
refused to answer questions put to 
him by an agent of the American 
atate department, who sought to take 
his deposition. 

Mr. Blackmer was wanted as a 
government witness to tell what he 
knew about the Continental Trading 
company, of Toronto, and its connec- 
tion between Harry F. Sinclair and 
Albert B. Fall. 

The government alleged Blackmer 
was one of those — for ~ 
organizing of the trading company ane 
that Fall received from it $230.500 
worth of Liberty bonds, which orizin- 
allv came from Mr. Sinclair.

Dakota. 31 per cent; Texas, 30 per 
cent: Wisconsin, 12.5 per cent. 


It will be noted that the cases of

Competition would be heightened 
he said, by the emergence of a pow- 
erful system equal in resources and 
facilities to the Baltimore & Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and New York Central.

“MIy experience has shown me that 


no one railroad can prosper alone on 
the basis of business which begins 
and ends on its own rails,” he said in 
explaining that likewise the new 
railroad would furnish connection and 
market outlets on better terms to va- 
rious. producing territories than are 
now allowed. 
No Monopoly. 

“The proposed system would not 
enjoy any monopoly at any point. In- 
deed, it would meet at every point the 
competition of one of three powerful 
existing systems. It would carry out 
the intent of the transportation act 
which contemplates maintaining con- 
nections between railroads and in- 
creasing the number of those connec- 
tions. : 

“Considering the cities located in 
this general territory which had more 
than 75,000 people in 1925 we find 
that the Pennsylvania railroad serves 
35 of them with a total population 
of 19,876,000, the New York Central 
30 with a population of 17,600,000, 
the Baltimore & Ohio 19 with a pop- 
ulation of 17,266,000, while the con- 
templated Nickel Plate merger would 
serve 28 with a population of 17,- 
465,000. 

“The Nickel Plate would likewise, 
after the merger, be obligated to turn 
over to connecting- and competing rail- 
roads freight for a large number of

points in eastern territory,” Mr. Pow- 
ell said, naming Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore as two of the principal ones, 

Benefit From Alliance. 
Mr. Powell asserted that the Chesa- 


peake and Ohio, operating in a coal-’ 


nroducing region, would benefit from 
alliance with coal-using and coal-dis- 
‘ributing roads like the Nickel Plate 
and the Pere Marquette. Mr. Ander- 
son took issue, and the witness agreed 
that, whether or not the merger was 
effected, there could be and would be 
free movement of Chesapeake and 
Qhio coal to any ratlroad point. 

“But the advantage for the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio is in the distribution 
e{ its coal traffie under friendly su- 
pervision,” Mr. Powell added, “and 
in the solicitation for orders under 
friendly supervision.

DILATORY ASPARAGUS; 
PEAS TO ORDER. 


All gardeners, new and enthusiastic 
or seasoned and wary, experiment at 
one time or another with asparagus. 
and in spite of 
the many discour- 
aging obstacles 
and the fact that 
one must wait for 
two or three years 
to get presults, 
these results are 
so very satisfac- 
tory when finalky. 
obtained, that nv 
vegetable garden 
is quite complete 
Without aspara- 
gus. 

In regard to 
culture, Mr. Bur- 
bank says: 

“The asparagus 
beds must be fer- 
tilized thoroughly, 
deeply spaded then more fertilizer add- 
ed and spaded again, thu. 
ing a rich, deep, fine soil. When fin- 
ished the bed should be slightly above 
the paths. The seeds, after soaking, 
are often, though not necessarily, sown 
vader protection or in a greenhouse,

early in the year and transplanted in 
May. When transplanting, set the 
young plants four inches deep and 
plant from 18 inches to 2 feet apart. 

“Do not cut the stalks the first -ea- 
son, as the plants will bear better in 
future years, if left undisturbed for a 


year or two.” 

Mr. Burbank has experimented with 
the asparagus as with so many other 
vegetables and has produced a very 
fine variety known as “Quality,” 
which is very large, tender and very 
white, and eminently suitable for can- 
ning. He has also another which has 
a desirable quality of being rust-proof: 
the stalks are large .but are green, 
with a tinge of purple. This, how- 
ever, does not compare well with 
“Qaulity.” 

When asparagus is planted it may 
also be sown in the open, and trans- 
planted after one season’s growth as 
stated above, selecting those with large 
round stems, if plenty of plants are 
on hand to select frien. The young 
plants must be kept ffee from weeds 
and as they are very slender and frag- 
ile, care must be taken that they are 
not injured during this process. A 
top dressing of salt is sometimes rec- 
ommended as a weed killer, but the 
hoe and rake are far better. 

Finally. if kept well watered. and a 
reasonable warfare be kept up against 
weeds, the asparagus grower will at 
last reap the fruits of his labors, par- 
ticularly if he calls in kis own or 
the neighbor’s chickens in the course 
of the warfare against insects: but if 
chickens are not available. arsenate of 
lead. or Hellebore mixed with flour 
will be found efficacious, except durin: 
the cutting season, but generally no 
trouble need be expected from insects. 

Peas are equally popular with the 
gardener and the consumer, and must 
he started early to get good resulta. 
Some ripen in two months and some in 
three, so it is well to plant different 


varieties and in succession. that the 
season mav be prolonged. The smooth 
peas which are not so sweet as the 
wrinkled, are generally planted ear- 
liest, as the wrinkled peas are apt to 
decay if the ground is rot in a warm 
and dry condition; or may be light- 
ened with sand.

large canning company to produce a 
new variety as small and productive 
as the French “petits pois,” and as 
sweet. They were all to be of uni- 
form size and it was absolutely nee- 
essary for them to ripen at the same 
time. 

“Why?” 

“So that they could be harvested by 
machinery. ‘This is done by running 
the machines through the fields, and 
cutting down the plant near the 
ground, in this way getting all tha 
crop and keeping the peas perfectly 
fresh until canned. All the different 
steps in this process are done by ma-. 
chinery and the time was remarkably 
short between harvesting und canning 
only a few hours from vhe field to 
cans, 

“I was able to produce the new va- 
riety by raising two crops of peas each 
season for three years, by selecting 
from a large number of viues in eaca 
generation. the one that came neares* 
to the kind wanted, and from this one 
perfect vine was produced the new 
variety. which is now marketed under 
the name “Burbank Sugar Peas.” 

“T would suggest that this plant 
would be a very good subject for ex- 
periment for the amateur.”

Statement Ascribed 
To Deceased Patriarch 
Praises Soviet Rule 


Moscow, April 15.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —A document. purport- 
ing to be the last statement of the late 
Dr. Tikhon, head of the Russian Or- 
thodox church, in which he is repre- 
<ented as appealing to all priests and 
members of the church abroad to cease 
auti-soviet activities and support the 
present Russian government was re- 
produced in today’s Isvestia. Follow- 
ers of the deceased patriarch are 
amazed at the statement,, which is 
dated April 1 and presented as bear- 
ing the signature of Tikhon. 

The statement as printed says the 
‘present Russian government ‘accg#ds 


full liberty of conscience and freedom 
of religious worship to all.” It urges 
Kkussian priests abroad to abandon 
all hope of reestablishment of a mon- 
archial regime .in Russia, declaring 
trat the soviet government is a real 
rovernment of the people and peasant 
“unshakable and enduring. 

According to the statement, Ir. 
Tikhon declared that all priests who 
persist in using their sacred. office 
for cpt ends will be tried by 
special conclave and if necessary will 
be exeommunicated. 

‘The statement cites Metropolitan 
Platon, now in the United States, and 
Metropolitan Antonin, head of the 
Russian church abroad, for anti-soviet 
netivities, and says Tikhon before his 
death, April 8, appointed a_ special 
commission to investigate them.” 


OLD LINCOLN COACH 
FOUND IN BALTIMORE 


Baltimore, Md., April 15.—The rail- 
road coach in which Lincoln rode to 
Gettysburg to deliver his famous ad: 
dress on the battlefield in 1864 was 
found today on a siding in the yards 
of the Western Maryland railway. 
The historic, but dilapidated car was 
discovered by a Pennsylvania commit- 
tee of the Lincoln Highway associa- 
tion that visited Baltimore. 

The committee will seek to have 
the coach taken to Gettysburg and 
kept as a historical memorial. 

The car is a wooden combination 
passenger and baggage coach and had 
a stove in the center. At the time it 
was used by Lincoln and members 
of the presidential party it was con- 
sidered one of the road’s finest pieces 
of equipment.
